McCord Denies He 
Sought Clemency 


WASHINGTON (AP) - W atergate 
conspirator Jam es W. McCord Jr. 
today denied to Senate investigators 
that he had tried to persuade the White 
House to keep him out of jail. 


He adm itted sending an unsigned 
letter last Decem ber to form er White 
House 
aide 
John 
J. 
C aulfield 
threatening that “every tree in the 
forest will fall, there will be a scorched 
desert...” 


But he sa al the threat was m eant to 
apply only if the Central Intelligence 
Agency were falsely blamed for the 
W atergate wiretapping. 
“Tile letter...did not contain any 
message requesting any contact with 
Caulfield, nor any request for the 
White House to get me out of the case, 
or off the case. I in fact sought no such 
contact 
at 
any 
tim e ,’’ 
M cCord 
testified. 
McCord also conceded that he had 
deliberately m ade two telephone calls 
to foreign em bassies in Washington in 
an attem pt to be overheard on gov­ 
ernm ent wiretaps. But he denied that 
this was a ploy to undermine the 
governm ent’s case against him. 
McCord said he made the calls to 
test the governm ent’s honesty. He was 
convinced his own telephone had been 
illegally w iretapped, he said, but be­ 
lieved the governm ent would probably 
deny it if asked about it in court. 
He said he tried to be overheard on 
other taps on em bassy telephones to 


see it the government would admit 
overhearing him there. He said it 
didn’t. News reports today identified 
the em bassies as those of Israel and 
Chile. 


McCord’s credibility as a witness 
has been under discussion since last 
Friday, when he told the 
Senate 
W atergate 
investigating 
com m ittee 
that Caulfield had pressured him with 
offers of executive clemency. 


Caulfield was listed to follow Mc­ 
Cord as a witness at today’s televised 
hearings. 
He 
has adm itted 
tran­ 
smitting offers of executive clemency 
to McCord, but denied that he invoked 
President Nixon’s name in doing it. 
McCord said Caulfield told him the 
lYesident was aw are of the clemency 
offers and would In* informed of Mc­ 
Chord’s reaction. The White House has 
repeatedly denied that the President 
authorized clemency offers to anyone 
in the W atergate case, or that In* was 
aware of any attem pt to cover nj) the 
scandal. 
M cCord

re p e a te d 
his 
previously publicized account of how 
lie cam e to believe that the White 
House was ruthlessly attem pting to 
blame the CIA for the W atergate 
breakin, for which McCord and others 
were convicted of burglary, wiretap­ 
ping and conspiracy. 
He said In* had l>een told through his 
lawyer, 
G erald 
Aioli, 
that 
others 
wanted turn to contend at his trial that 


the CIA was behind the wiretapping 
and burglary. 
McCord, who retired from the CIA 
after 19 years of service, refused to go 
along, he said. He said Alch indicated 
that the CIA’s personnel records could 
lie altered to m ake it appear that 
McCord had been ret ailed to service 
for the W atergate operation.

One of the more amusing things to 
occur in connection with the Bobby 
Riggs-Margaret Court match was the 
description in one write-up of Biggs as 
an “ underrated” former champion. 
The fact is that Biggs was at one 
time one of the most formidable tennis 
players who ever lived, and it is not 
really surprising that he prevailed 
over Mrs. Court, though the match 
itself was a delight for the connoisseur. 
No one who knew Biggs in his prune 
ever underrated him. 
I myself remember very vividly the 
Biggs of the years immediately fol­ 
lowing World War II. He had won at 
Wimbledon just before the war, and lie 
had won our own national cham­ 
pionship, and he was at the peak of his 
powers. You could see him on many an 
afternoon playing on the grass courts 
of the West Side Tennis Club in Forest 
Hills. He had turned pro, but the pro 
game had yet to establish itself and 
was pretty much a hole-in-corner 
affair. Biggs appeared to Im1 making 
much of his living by betting. 
He would take on players like Welby 
Van Horn, or Frank Kovacs or Wayne 
Sabine for money with a crowd of us 
teen-agers watching in awe. In­ 
variably, Biggs demolished his op­ 
ponent. Sometimes Biggs would have 
to spot the opponent 30 points a game, 
or two or three games a set to get him 
to bet. But Biggs would win anyway. 
Among other assets, Biggs has 
enormous 
variety 
in 
his 
shot 
production. He has half a dozen dif­ 
ferent serves, spins of all sorts plus a 
flat hard serve, very accurate, which 
he calls upon when he needs an ace. 
Some of his serves may appear slow, 
but they are effective because the 
opponent cannot anticipate their 
direction: the effect is much like that 
of a baseball pitcher who has half a 
dozen different pitches off the same 
delivery motion. Biggs has a powerful 
wrist, and can change the direction 
and spin on his serve at the very last 
instant by changing the movement of 
his wrist, a maneuver undetectable by 
the opponent across the net. 
Do you know who holds the record 
for aces served during a match in 
Forest Hills stadium? Pancho Gon­ 
zales, you think? Or Budge, or Vines, 
or Kramer? No. B ’s Biggs. Ile served 
more aces in a three set match against 
Frank Kovacs than any of the fellows 
with 
the 
blasting 
serves 
ever 
managed. 
And the rest of his game comes out of 
the same bag. Biggs doesn’t just hit 
the ball back; lit' is always doing 
something to it. The ball comes over 
spinning and sounding bkt* a buzzing 
bumble bee, or it angles off .sharply to 
one side or another, or else it is iii the 
corner, giving the opponent all sorts of 
trouble. 
Biggs was the reigning pro cham­ 
pion when Jack Kram er turned 
professional after winning tin* national

17 Acquitted 
In Draft Case 


CAMDEN, N .J. (A P) - A jury has 
acquitted 17 persons of charges 
stemming from a raid on a draft board 
even though the defendants admitted 
participating and F B I agents caught 
many of them at the office. 


Members of the federal court jury 
were not immediately available for 
comment on the verdict. But it was 
believed that testimony from an F B I 
informer and the trial judge’s com­ 
ments about ‘‘over-reaching par­ 
ticipation by government agents” were 
major factors in the decision. 


The seven men and five women 
returned the innocent verdicts in U.S. 
District Court on Sunday, the fourth 
day of their deliberations in the case of 
the “ Camden 28.” 


The acquittal was greeted by shouts 
of joy and applause from friends and 
relatives of the 17 Vietnam war 
protesters, who had been on trial since 
Feb. 5. 


One defendant, Joan Reilly of 
Brightwaters, N.Y., said: “ It was 12 
ordinary people like ourselves who 
took a stand and said, ‘Government 
has gone too far — too far in Vietnam 
and the way it has tried to stop dissent 
in this country.’” 
The 17 were accused of conspiracy in 
connection with an abortive raid Aug. 
22, 1971, on the Selective Service local 
board here. Fifteen also were charged 
with breaking and entering and 
destroying draft records. 
Twenty-eight persons originally 
were indicted. Ten of those were 
.severed at the start of the trial, which 
took place in the Federal Building 
here, two floors below the scene of the 
raid. Another defendant pleaded guilty 
to a misdemeanor. 
Carl Broege of Newark, one of three 
defense attorneys, said he would seek 
dismissal of charges against the IO 
remaining defendants. Asst. U.S. Atty. 
John Barry said he expected the 
charges would be dropped.

C5A Prim e Exam ple O f W aste 
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In the early 1960s, Defense Secretary 
Robert McNamara decided the way to 
cut defense costs was through a new 
procedure called total package pro­ 
curement. It turned out to be one of the 
most 
expensive 
procurement 
techniques ever devised, as this second 
in a series from The AP Special 
Assignment Team demonstrates.

BURBANK, Calif. (A P) — For the 
Ix)ckheed Corp., building the C5A 
super cargo plane for the Air Force is 
like being beaten with a wet rope. It’s 
going to be such a relief when ifs over. 
What looked like a fairly routine job 
when Ixjckheed won the contract to 
build the airplane in 1965 has turned 
into a nightmare of cost overruns, de­ 
livery 
delays, 
performance 
deficiencies and public ridicule. 
—When the C5A was first ordered, it 
was estimated that 120 of the planes 
would cost just over $3.4 billion. 
Currently the Air Force has reduced 
the order to 81 aircraft at a total cost of 
more than $4.4 billion. The net result is 
that the unit price of the aircraft has 
nearly doubled. 
—Delivery of the 81st plane, which 
will be the last, was scheduled for this 
month, two years behind schedule. 
—The C5As delivered in 1971 had 251 
deficiencies per aircraft. Last year 
was better, but each plane still had 126 
deficiencies. 
—The C5A was supposed to have a 
flying life of 30,000 hours. Without 
structural modifications and reduc­ 
tions in 
air 
speed 
and 
payload 
capacity, the Air Force now estimates 
the planes won’t last beyond 6,500 
hours in their assigned role of airlifting 
huge amounts of cargo or large 
numbers of troops. 
—The fleet of C5As was supposed to 
be 75 per cent operationally ready at 
any given time. Because of unreliable 
aircraft components, 
inadequate 
training and numbers of maintenance 
personnel, only about 54 per cent of the 
fleet is operationally ready at any one 
time. 
The Air Force estimates it will cost 
at least $259 million to fix these and 
other deficiencies in the C5A, but 
nothing can undo the fact that the 
airplane has been one of the worst ex­ 
amples of Pentagon procurement in 
history. 
Some of the most serious problems 
with performance and cost can be 
traced back to the way the Ixickheed 
contract was written, under a pur­ 
chasing 
procedure 
called 
total 
oackage procurement. 
“ It was a complicated contract, a 
:erribly complicated contract,” Keith 
\nderson, Ixickheed’s corporate vice 
^resident for government contracts, 
said in an interview. “ It’s going to be a 
case study. They’ll be using it in the 
Harvard Business School for the next 
25 years as an example of what not to 
Jo.” 
In total package procurement, a 
would-be contractor makes a package 
bid on the development and production 
of an item. For the winning bidder, 
that package bid becomes a fixed- 
price contract, with fixed required 
performance specifications for the 
product and fixed delivery dates. 


Price, performance and delivery are 
inflexible. 
“ What they were asking us to do was 
develop something and price the 
production product at the same time,” 
Anderson said. “ But until you’ve 
developed something, you haven’t got 
the faintest idea what producing it will 
cost. Yet that’s the kind of judgement 
we had to make. 
“ What you’re bidding is your best 
guess, but then if you win the contract, 
your best guess becomes your contract 
and you’re locked in. If you’ve made a 
bad guess, you’re in trouble.” 
And Ixickheed made a very bad 
guess. 
There is no provision in a total 
package procurement for building 
prototypes or 
reproduction items, 
those early models on which bugs are 
ironed out. Under a TPP contract, all 
items built are supposed to be the real 
thing, and under that setup, problems 
don’t begin to show up until the product 
is on the production line, the worst 
possible place to try to cope with 
trouble. 
“ In the C5A, the essential error that 
was made, as in so many of these big 
total package programs, is that they 
did not wait to go into production until 
they had all the problems shaken out of 
the system they were developing,” 
David 
Packard, 
former 
deputy 
secretary of Defense, said in an in­ 
terview. 
“ The desire of the military to ac­ 
celerate a program and to define an 
operational date too early and consider 
that date as being fixed and to define 
the whole program that way makes the 
project more rigid than realistic.” 
“ We thought we had an airplane 
project that would just require a scale- 
up of existing technology,” Anderson 
said. “ We were wrong. It was a far 
more difficult job than we had an­ 
ticipated. We ran into problems that 
caused delays. Then the economy— 
inflation—took off on us. That made 
the delays terribly expensive, far 
above what the contract covered. And 
fixing the problems was made all the 
more difficult because the Air Force 
was so inflexible on the plane’s per­ 
formance.” 
Actually, that kind of inflexibility is 
designed as a cost control. Under TPP, 
no changes are supposed to be made in 
an item after a contract is signed 
because changes make the item more 
expensive. But the dictum also leaves 
no room for tradeoffs, the process of 
modifying one specification so another 
can 
be met. 
Tradeoffs 
in 
the 
development stage 
are 
invariably 
necessary since few new concepts ever 
work in reality the way they do on 
paper. 
“ There was a problem with the C5A 
being too heavy,” Anderson said. “ It 
wouldn’t take off in the short distance 
the Air Force specified. That could 
have been taken care of with a little 
more power in the engines which was 
possible and wouldn’t have cost much. 
But that would have changed engine 
specifications and 
the 
Air 
Force 
wouldn’t permit it. 
“ It’s like asking an automobile 
dealer for a car with a 500-horsepower 
engine that gets 30 miles to a gallon. 
He’ll tell you you have to settle for one 
or

somewhere in between. But if you're 
like the Air Force, you tell him you 
want what you asked for and that’s it." 
While Lockheed has been having 
problems because changes couldn't be 
made in specifications, Litton In­ 
dustries is having trouble because 
changes were made in a T PP contract 
it holds. 
Litton is building five giant landing 
Helicopter Assault ships for the Navy 
at the company’s modern, new Pasca­ 
goula, Miss., shipyard. Litton has 
threatened to take the Navy to court to 
settle financial claims the company 
made for reimbursement of costs in­ 
curred when the Navy made changes 
in the LH As after the project was 
underway. 
Citing the change orders, Litton is 
asking $1,056 billion for the five ships. 
The Navy has said it won’t settle for 
more than $946 million. 
“ There was a whole slew of very 
significant changes made in the ship in 
terms of Navy requirements,” Litton 
President Fred O’Green said in an 


interview at his Beverly Hills office. 
“ Under a total package contract the 
Navy shouldn’t have been in the 
shipyard let alone changing the 
specification on the ships. We made a 
mistake when we didn’t throw them 
out.” 
On the other side, Litton critics say a 
big part of the cost growth problem 
was the company’s inability to get its 
new shipyard and shipbuilding tech­ 
niques going efficiently, and Litton 
executives concede the project was 
badly run at the outset. 
The first yard managers were air­ 
plane builders with no shipbuilding 
experience, a problem which has since 
been corrected. Moreover, the yard 
was using a new modular concept in 
shipbuilding and didn’t get it shaken 
down before taking on the Navy's LHA 
contract plus a contract to build Navy 
destroyers. 
However the Litton-Navy dispute is 
resolved, 
large 
total 
package 
procurements are no more. The 
Defense Department has decided they 


just don't work, something the con­ 
tractors say they pointed out when 
Defense Secretary Robert McNamara 
first proposed TPP in the early 1960s. 
Since leaving the Pentagon in 1967, 
McNamara has refused all requests 
for interviews. 
“ We complained time and time 
again," O’Green said. 
“ But they 
remembered 
the 
days 
when 
everything was cost plus fixed fee, 
when the contractor got a set fee plus 
all his costs. Whole companies, even 
whole 
industries were 
built 
at 
government expense. So McNamara 
pushed the pendulum all the way 
across the board.” 
“ The whole idea of trying to price 
something you've never designed or 
built before is absurd,” said Robert 
Anderson, 
president 
and 
chief 
operating officer of Rockwell Inter­ 
national. “ This company complained 
as loudly as anybody else that it was 
absurd, and yet we went out with the 
others and bid on total package con­ 
tracts. 
“ We bid on those jobs and we took 
them w hen we won because it was our 
business to take them. It was either 
bike them or go out of business. We 


don’t operate in 
a 
free 
market 
situation. If we don’t like the way one 
guy wants to deal we can’t go out and 
deal with somebody else. If the 
Defense Department doesn’t like our 
bomber design, we can’t go sell it to 
Russia or China. 
“ So when the Defense Department 
says we’re going to do it this way, we 
do it this way. They’re the only game 
in town.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — An equally 
divided Supreme Court Monday af­ 
firmed a lower court order that held 
federal district courts powerless to 
cross school boundaires in pursit of 
desegrgation. 


The decision came in a case from 
Richmond, Va. There was no opinion 
from the court and no word as to how 
its members voted. An equally divided 
court automatically affirms a lower 
court decision.

I jONDON (AP) — The latest gold- 
dollar rush is generating lots of talk 
and plenty of change in prices but ifs a 
minirush as far as the volume of 
business is concerned. 
Dealers say the trading in the past 
week on Europe’s gold and money 
markets has been -light to moderate, 
and far below the huge levels reached 
during the February monetary crisis 
that resulted in the last dollar de­ 
valuation. 
The dollar dropped to record lows 
Monday in Paris, Frankfurt, Zurich 
and Oslo Monday, while the price of 
gold closed at an all-time high of $112 
an ounce — $6.50 above Friday’s 
closing — in Zurich and london, the 
world’s two biggest bullion markets. 
Dealers said one factor in the price 
shifts was the report in a number of 
European 
newspapers 
that 
the 
Watergate scandals might force 
President Nixon to resign. 
The dealers added that the markets 
were jittery, responding to the wildest 
rumors with volatile price swings.

Watergate, confidence in the dollar is 
at a low ebb because of concern over 
the continuing deficit in the U.S.

World Peace Near 


BONN, Germany (A P) — Asserting 
that the world is closer to durable 
peace than ever before, Leonid 
Brezhnev flies back to Moscow today 
to begin preparing for his visit with 
lYesident Nixon next month. 
The departure of the Soviet Com­ 
munist party chief on the first an­ 
niversary of Nixon’s trip to Moscow 
ended the first visit to West Germany 
by a top .Soviet leader. During his five 
days in Bonn, he and Chancellor Willy 
Brandt laid the basis for an expansion 
of trade, technical and 
scientific 
cooperation and cultural exchanges 
between their two countries. 
Brezhnev said in a television address 
Monday night that improved U.S.- 
Soviet relations and other steps have 
brought peace closer. Vowing to bring 
the Soviet Union out of the Cold War 
and into ever closer cooperation with 
the West, the 66-year-old party chief 
said: 


“ The prospects for humanity are 
becoming increasingly more hopeful. 
The war in Vietnam is over. Soviet - 
American 
relations continue 
to 
develop favorably. 


“ By and large, one can say that our 
planet today has come closer than ever 
before to durable peace.” 
The highlight of Brezhnev’s visit was 
his signing Saturday with Brandt of a 
10-year economic cooperation pact 
providing a framework for West Ger­ 
man investment to help boost the 
lagging Soviet economy.

BANGKOK .Thailand (A P) — There 
is no indication that any Americans 
listed as missing in action in Southeast 
Asia are still alive, Brig. Gen. Robert 
C. Kingston said Monday. 
Kingston heads the Joint Casualty 
Resolution Center, a 175-man unit 
charged with locating crash sites and 
graves and recovering the remains of 
Americans lost in Indochina. 
Kingston said his men have in­ 
spected three crash sites in South 
Vietnam, but he refused to disclose 
whether any remains were found or 
identified. Reliable sources said, 
however, none was discovered at any 
of the wrecks. 
The Pentagon has listed 1,306 
Americans as missing in action and 
has declared another 1,100 dead 
although their remains have not been 
recovered. 
He said the figure included 1,800 men 
from the Air Force, 780 from the Ar­ 
my, 400 from the Navy, 380 from the 
Marines and the remainder were civil­ 
ians. 
Most of those missing were Air 
Force personnel and most of those 
declared dead were Army personnel. 
More than 1,900 of those listed as 
m issis or remains not recovered 
were lost in air crashes. 
There are more than 1,000 known 
crash sites — 350 in North Vietnam, 230 
in South Vietnam, 258 in I .sos, 20 in 
Cambodia and 150 at OM. 
He said all medical and dental 
records of the missing are kept in 
Thailand.

Chance Of Sino-Soviet W ar 
Less Likely, Expert Believes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Sino- 
Soviet conflict has grown deeper in the 
last four years but is less likely to 
explode into war, says Ambassador 
Marshall Green, the State Depart­ 
ment’s senior expert on Asia. 


In an interview on the eve of his 
departure today for his new am­ 
bassadorial post in Australia, Green 
said the situation is less tense because 
the Chinese have withdrawn their 
forces from the Soviet frontier and the 
two sides are talking. 


But, the former assistant secretary 
of state for East Asian affairs said, the 
conflict has grown deeper because 
almost every problem that arises be­ 
tween Moscow and Peking is seen as 
another grievance. He cited deepened 
Chinese suspicions of Soviet power 
buildups in Siberia and the increase of 
Soviet naval strength into the Indian 
Ocean. 
Chinese opposition to United Nations 
membership for Bangladesh and the 
Chinese arms alliance with Pakistan in 
that country’s conflict with India have 
deepened Russian suspicions, Green 
said. 
But both big powers are less than 
enthusiastic about the way Hanoi is 
pressing the war in Indochina, Green 
says. 
He said that last year’s North 
Vietnamese offensive in South Viet­ 
nam had not been welcomed by Peking 
and Moscow. 
Green acknowledges that Cambodia 
is the weak point for peace in In­ 
dochina.

Art began his employment with the 
Circleville Oil Company in 1925 shortly 
after its incorporation. He retired 
March 31, 1973 completing 48 years of 
dedicated service. Art was made 
operating manager of the bulk plant in 
1957 and at his

with a 2000 gallon capacity, furnace 
service van, 9000gallon transport, etc., 
all radio dispatched. 


Art recalls when Ik* first started with 
Circleville Oil they worked (i days a 
week (sometimes 7), 12 hours a day 
and subject to call at night.

Art leaped to the open flame 
stove to shut it off and barely got out 
liefore the explosion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Burglaries 
and other illegal acts would have been 
used by the Central Intelligence 
Agency and Pentagon under a 
domestic spying plan proposed in 
secret White House documents, says 
Sen. Stuart Symington. 
Symington, 
D-Mo., 
disclosed 
existence of the documents on Mon­ 
day. He said the plans were never 
carried out. 
Former White House aide Tom 
Charles Huston wrote the proposal, 
which “set no limits on the amount of 
burglary” the agencies could do, in 
1970, Symington said. 
The documents “appear on their 
face, to reflect recommendations and 
possibly decisions, to permit violations 
of the law in the domestic collection of

citizens,” 
Symington said. 
He disclosed the documents after 
Huston testified voluntarily for two 
hours before a closed session of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee.
